Léndon and most of tho larger towns of i 
the United Kingdom have supplies con- 
aiderably in excess of the above figures, but 


the Colonial Ottico that the project of a 
Mr Rawling had beon Tocomitiendod to him 
by a Royal Cummisaion who hu had speci- 
ally appointed to look into the whole ques- 
tion of tho’ water-supply, and that ho had 
accordingly, subject to Imperial sanctiun, 
adopted the recommendations of the Com- 
mmiasion, 

The project of Mr Rawling, which, in- 
volved an outlay of $170,000, was deatined 
to gatisfy only actual necessities, - It com- 
prised the erection of a masonry dam 
fifteen fvet high, across thy Pokfoolum 
stream, for the purpose of stopping the 
waters of thatstroam at a spot a little 
above where now stands Douglas Caatle, 
oud the laying of 9 ten-inch cast-iron pipe 

‘from the pond thus formed, along the 
Pokfoolun: carriage road into town ~ This 
small masoury dam and pond may still be 
seun beluw the Pokfoolam-roservoir ; they 
do not'appear te have been utilized in any 
wily thy larger works that afterwards 
auprraeded them, so that Mr Rawling’s 
outlay on the dam, becamo as it, wero a 
dead joss on the subsequent construction of 
a reservoir highur tip the valley. 

The new wator-works having been sanc- 
tioned by the Duke of Neweastis were car. 
ried vat and completed by Mr Rawling in 
a very, substantial manner their cust being 
anut by a water rate of two per cont, on the 
value of house,rentuls, a bax that was 'clver- 
fully xequiesced iit by a people able to in- 
dulgo for the first tite'in. whdt appeared to 
bo comparatively an abundance of pure 
water. 

But the intlax of imwigyation from the 
mainland had continued unceasingly dur-

ready one year after their completion the 
numbor of water-consutmers had inercased

The winter of 1805, which a3 one of great 
drought, precipitated matters and the new 
water-works which only a few years pre- 
-viously had been generally hailed as a boon 
were now aga universally condemned for 
their smallness and insuflicioncy, great 
pressuro being at tho aare timo brought 
to bear upon the temporary administration 
of Mr. Mercor to provide a supply more 
adequate tu thy public necessities, 
No steps however appear to have been 
. taken during’.tha Government of Mr, 
Morcer, who in the natural cotirse of things 
would leave so large a questiun to his suc- 
cessor Sir Richurd MacDonnell, ‘and the 


latter did not arrive in the Colony until 


the following yoar. - 

Sir. Richard MacDonnell was not long 
hofore he took up tho quostion of the 
water-supply. Thero are syveral minutes 
from his uble pen.on the necessity of an 
ample and complete proviaion of wuter for 
the people. These minutes would seem to 
have given riso to considerable discussion 
between the Governor and his professional 
advisers, who represented to him tho diffi- 
culty of any provision so large as that 
which he demanded, and finally the Go- 
vernor was‘ fain to content himself with a 
scheme for a small reservoir of about 74 
million gallons in the Pokfoolum Valley tu 
be finished in. four yeara at a cost of 
$230,000, When this estimate of the cost 
became known, a temporary’ reaction-ap- 
pears to have set in among those who were 
unaware of tho cost of water-works nor of 
the sums paid by European cities ag a rule 
for their supplies. Indeed many of the 
Coloniats thought that this time the Govern- 
ment was going too far in the opposite di- 
reotion, and that the Pokfoolum reservoir 
acheme, was not only. unnecessarily ‘large 


and ambitious but fur too costly for:so |, 


. &malla Colony. Eventually however the 
_ scheme wag adopted, within. the four 
years the larger reservoir took-the: place of 
the small pond; and though inadequate as a 
atorage sourco, proved of no small relief in 
the then great straits to which the Colony

have dnoredsed and become more aggra- 
vated évery year with ‘the increaso of thé 
population, . ” : : :

“ters: awaiting sottlement by him,® that of

As regards this 
Colony we have to consider the constant,

danger of epidumies from without no less 
than from within, the certainty of the 
continued growth and developement of the 
city and increasa of the population, the 
possible spread in our midst, though of 
course only to a limited extent, of factories 
and industrial establishments, the need of 
ample facilities for prompt fire extinction, 
the extreme desirability of water forthe | 
irvigation-of plants, and-last—not-least the 
necessity in spite of, the utmost vigilance, 
of providing.a lacge margin for undue waste 
especially in uative tenements...

lowance per head of population to some- | i 


thing over four gallons. Against this re- 
duction however there must be recorded 
& saving of about half a gallon due to 
inercased supervision against waste. 

The difference therefore between the 
actual volume daily: distributed throughout 
the town, and that required in ~order, 
according to European ideas, to sstiafy the 
bare demands of health and comfort, waa 
8o wide, that as far back as 1873 it became 
obvious that any now supplementary works 
to be-of real utility to the population, must 
yield at Isast about threa times as much 
water as all existing sources put together, 
-From all the latter we knew we possessed 
already an aggregate of 53 gallons, and the 
question then was whence to obtain the 
remaining 13} gallons in order to make up 
the 19 gallons desiderated. This was the 
problem to which I was called upon to find 
a solution in 1873.
